SAN FRANCISCO - Ten years after the 
demolition of the International Hotel on 
Kearny Streetb the Four Seas Investment 
Company announced last weekit will finally 
besgin construction on the Site in July.Ateam 
of urban archaeologists has been excavating 
at the lot for historical artifacts since May 8 
一 the first stage of any major development 
Project as required by city law. 

The hotel was the Scene of one of the most 
controversial and dramatic evictions im the 
city*s history. The I-Hotel served as the last 
vestigeofaoncejlargeManilatown as well as 
a center for a growing progresSive Asian 
American arts community. To a coalition of 
tenant organizations and community activ- 
ists,thetenants" struggle became acity-wide 
Symbol of resistance against businesSs en- 
croachment on low-income communities. 

On Aug.4;,1977, after staving off eviction 
attempts for nine years, approximately 60 工

Former San Francisco Mayor Dianne Fein- 
Stein appointed a Citizens Advisory Commit- 
tee for the developmentoftheI-Hotel block in 
1980. The committee, comprised primarily of 
Chinatown community groups，was charged 
with hashing out an acceptable plan with Four 
%eas, Which until 1986 proposed office devel- 
opmentalong with low-costhousing. The firm 
eventuallyagreedtoamenditsplansto include 
Tetail space instead of office space. 

inaddition to retail space, the current devel- 
opment project will include 126 units of low 
income Senior housing， according to Steve 
Taber，Spokesman for Four Seas，which has 
Owned the property Since 1973. Rents for the 
units will start at $225 and $325 a month. 

FEor the last three years, the firm has been 
Seeking funds to finance the_ development.

Americans, were arrested Monday after occupying the president s office 
to demand that the university hire more minority professors and address 
the academic needs of Students of color, 

The students were arrested after the eight-hour takeover and cited and 
thenreleasedon misdemeanor charges of trespassing,unlawful assembly 


About60 students participated in the non-violent occupation ofuniverT- 
Sity president Donald Kennedy's office, which began at about 7:30 am. 
After negotiations between the students and university officials failed， 
SantaClaraCounty Sheriff'sdeputies,in fullriot gear,began arresting the 
protesters around 4 pm. About 400 Supporters Surrounded a sherlffs bus 
holding40ofthosearrestedandlaidapileof30bicycles,along with a van 
and two cars, in front of the vehicle so that it had no way out of the

For decades, the State Department hired 
very few Chinese and other Asian Ameri- 
cans, The few who are asSSociated with the 
department were 1ow-ranking language and 
technical Specialists. 

AcChinese American whojustretred from 
30years ofservice with the State Department 
Speaks of the ever present Subtle discrimina- 
ton in the department. During the McCarthy 
era of the 50s, he recalls how he, his family 
and close friends had to endure a long and 
intimidatng Security Check by the FBI after 


he submitted his application to work for the 
department, Any Chinese Americans, espe- 
cially the ones who maintained bilingual 
Skills and read Chinese papers and maga- 
ZineS，wWere Suspected to_ be left-leaning. 
Since he had some distant relatives back in 
China, his clearance was held up for months 
untl the department was Satisfied that he bad 
Tiever Seen those clan members, had no con- 
tacts with them, and they were only remotely 
Telated to him 

Within the department，the few Chinese 
American officers felt they were kept away 
from promotional opportunities and deci- 
Sion-making poSitons because oftheirethnic

The whitepaintis peeling on the gas Station”s 
two small stucco buildings and the three gas 
Dumps, rusted and dented from years of use， 
look tired and worn. 

Yebdespiteits modestappearance,thetiny 
2565 station has hurled Edward Ng, its owner 
0f28 years, unsuspectedly into the middle of

Looking For A Piece of History

SAN FRANCISCO - To passers-by, the 
Vacant lot at Kearny and Jackson Streets 
looked more fike a scocne from a National 
Geographic aocumeantary than the begin- 
nings of a maior deveiopment. 

For two weeks, from May 8 to May 19， 
Urban archaeologist Allen Pastron and his 
team of researchers have been digging in 
Search of history on ithe plot of land that was 
oncethe site of the International Hotel. 

Sofar,theteamhasancoveredtheredwood 
foundation and tools of a pre-Gold Rush 
blacksmith”s or carpenter"s Shop，and the 
Iemnants of the original International Hotel 
built in 1854, said Pastron who has partici-
